COLUMBUS, May 6 - UY-Ohio 
voters trooped to the polls Tuesday 
to nominate candidates for every­ 
thing ranging from national con­ 
vention delegate to county com m it­ 
teeman.

Brown estimated I Mi million Ohio­ 
ans would cast ballots in the pri­ 
mary election. Brown predicted a 
3-2 ratio vote—900,000 Republican 
ballots and 600,000 Democrats. 
This would be about 214.000 more 
than in the 1948 record presidential 
primary and about 450 more than 
voted in the 1950 primary. The 1948 
vote was 1.286,721. 
Backers of Sen. Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio put on a sustained drive 
Tuesday in an effort to roll up a 
huge ballot total for his 56 Repub­ 
lican presidential nominating dele­ 
gate candidates. 
Ten are running in statewide rac­ 
es and 46 in district contests. 
Taft’s backers, confidently pre­ 
dicting they will elect at least 52 
of the 56 GOP convention delegates 
to be chosen, sought an im pressive 
total for their slate which could be 
cited elsewhere as demonstrating 
that Ohio is soundly behind Taft in 
his bid for the GOP nomination. 
Taft’s bid for Ohio COP dele­ 
gates was opposed directly by For­ 
mer Gov. 
Harold E. 
Stassen of 
Minnesota, who hasn’t done so well 
in previous prim aries.

STASSEN has a 47-vote slate in 
the field and is pinning his hopes 
of electing part of them on reput­ 
ed anti-Taft sentiment in som e of 
Ohio’s industrial areas.

Donahey of Hudson, son of the late

Republican Incumbent John W.

Ohioans will ballot for nomina­ 
tions for 23 district congressmen 
for the first time. The one con­ 
gressman at large post has been 
eliminated and a new 23rd Con­ 
gressional District created. Rep. 
George Bender, the congressman- 
at large, is seeking the GOF nom­ 
ination in the new district. 
Many congressional districts have 
had their boundaries changed since 
the election two years ago. Twenty- 
one of the 23 congressmen are seek­ 
ing re nomination.

States of America cam e into ex 
istence upon the adoption of the 
Constitution, which is a contract 
among the states; in effect, it is 
a contract among the peoples of 
the states 
The Constitution can be am end­ 
ed by iegal means; it m ay not be 
violated by 
whim or by obiter 
dicta. And the essence of the Con­ 
stitution is that powers are de­ 
rived from it and from no other 
source. 
The decision 
of Judge 
Pilne in the steel seizure 
case. 
like the decision of the 
suprem e 
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court in 
the sick chicken 
case 
abolishing the 
NRA, 
makes it 
clear beyond cavil that neither 
the Congress nor the president 
nor the judiciary are free to go 
their merry 
way, to bend the 
functions of government to their 
w ill or to the necessities of a par 
ticular occasion. They, like the 
rest of us, 
must obey the law, 
and the law is the Constitution 


One of 
the 
most 
significant 
paragraphs in Judge Pine’s deci 
sion is his 
denunciation 
of the 
doctrine that a wrong act, once 
permitted 
to stand, 
becom es a 
precedent for a continuation and 
perpetuation of wrong acts. 
To 
hold otherwise would be to eon 
done murder because some murd 
e m s go unpunished. 
Our is a system 
of a written 
Constitution, of 
law passed by 
Congress, approved by the presi 
dent and upheld as to their con 
stitutlonality by the courts. No 
provision is 
made 
in the 
Con­ 
stitution for government by p re­ 
cedent Of all this, 
Judge Pine 
wrote in the steel seizure case 
decision: 


“ He (the lawyer for the govern 
m ent) next refers to seizures by 
form er presidents, some 
during 
war and several shortly preced 
ing a war, without the authority 
of statute, 
but it is 
difficult to 
follow his argument that several 
prior acts apparently unauthoriz 
cd by law, but never questioned 
in the courts, by repetition clothe 
a later unauthorized act with the 
cloak of legality. Apparently, ac­

thereafter. I disagree.”

“That is defendant's only sup­ 
port for his position and for his 
stewardship’ theory of the office

3. That the president possesses 
“unlimited pow ers,” which is ut­ 
terly fantastic in the nature of 
checks and balances in our sy s­ 
tem of government 
designed to ;

Diet and Health 
Histam ine Injection 
As A id in Paralysis 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN 
Lately we have been hearing 
much about some new drugs that 
doctors welcome. Take histamine 
injections, which are som etim es 
helpful in relieving the paralysis 
of the face known as Bell’s palsy 
Quite a number of people suffer 
from this disorder, but most of 
them have the less serious type 
and recover in a month or two 
Bell’s 
palsy 
usually 
attacks 
suddenly The face seem s to sag 
from the paralysis of the facial 
muscles. The eyelid and a corner 
of the mouth may droop and the 
person has trouble talking and 
chewing. 


Disfigurement Varies 


The change in appearance re­ 
sulting from an attack differs for 
people of different ages, or facial 
expressions. The change is most 
noticeable, of course, in the per­ 
son who usue.s his facial expres 
sion a great deal, and the m us­ 
cles that are used most are the 
ones that sag most. The “dead 
pan” type of person is disfigured 
the least. 
An attack may bring severe 
pain, usually around the ear, be­ 
fore the paralysis develops. Pain 
below the ear may persist for 
many days and become very an 
noying indeed. 
We do 
not 
know 
the 
exact 
cause of B ell’s palsy. It may be 
due to pressure on the facial 
nerve where it passes through 
the bone. About 80 per cent of 
patients have the less serious 


type of the disease, w hich usually 
passes off without difficulty The 
more severe type occurs when 
the facial nerve degenerates. Pa 
Hents with this type do not re 
cover unless the nerve is regener­ 
ated, which may take from three 
to nine months. 


Prompt Treatment 
It is important to start treat­ 
ing 
Bell's 
palsy 
promptly—as 
soon as the paralysis starts, if 
possible The nerves and muscles 
should not be given a chance to 
lose their function 
They should 
be stimulated by electricity under 
the direction of a physician. In­ 
travenous 
injections 
of 
hista­ 
mine, given daily, have also pro­ 
duced favorable results in some 
cases. 
It is especially important to 
protect the eyes during the pe 
nod of palsy by wearing an eye 
shield or glasses. The reason for 
this is that the eye reflex is ab­ 
sent, and it is easy to injure the 
cornea or front of the eye, dam ­ 
aging the eyeball permanently. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs. L .: Is it well to force a 
child to eat even though he does 
not want to eat the food set be­ 
fore him? 


Answer: It is not advisable. If 
the child is continuously forced 
to eat, he will develop a dislike 
for the foods offered and the eat­ 
ing problem will become worse 
as time progresses. It might also 
cause other behavior problems.

L ately we have been hearing 
m uch about som e new druga th at 
doctors welcome. T ake histam ine 
injections, which are som etim es 
helpful in relieving the paralysis 
of the face known as Bell’s palsy 
Quite a num ber of people suffer 
from this disorder, but most of 
them have the less serious type 
and recover in a month or two 
B ell’s 
palsy 
usually 
attacks 
suddenly. The face seem s to sag 
from the paralysis of the facial 
m uscles. The eyelid and a corner 
of the mouth m ay droop and the 
person has trouble talking and 
chew ing. 


D isfigurem ent V aries 
The change in appearance re ­ 
sulting from an attack differs for 
people of different ages, or facial 
expressions. The change is most 
noticeable, of course, in the p er­ 
son who usues his facial expres 
sion a g reat deal, and the mu.v 
d e s th at are used m ost are the 
ones th a t sag m ost. The “dead 
p a n ” type of person is disfigured 
the least. 
An attack m ay bring severe 
pain, usually around the ear, be 
fore the paralysis develops. Pain 
below the e a r m ay persist for 
m any d ays and becom e very an 
noying indeed. 
We 
do 
not 
know 
the 
exact 
cause of B ell’s palsy. It m ay be 
due to pressure on the facial 
nerve w here it passes through 
the bone. About 80 per cent of 
patients have the less serious 


type of the disease, which usually 
passes off w ithout difficulty The 
m ore severe type occurs when 
the facial nerve degenerates. P a 
tients with this type do not re 
cover unless the nerve is reg en er­ 
ated, which m ay take from three 
to nine m onths. 


Prom pt T reatm ent 
It is im portant to sta rt tre a t­ 
ing 
B ell’s 
palsy 
prom ptly—as 
soon as the paralysis starts, if 
possible The nerves and m uscles 
should not be given a chance to 
lose their function. They should 
be stim ulated by electricity under 
the direction of a physician. In­ 
travenous 
injections 
of 
h ista­ 
mine, given daily, have also p ro­ 
duced favorable results in som e 
cases. 
It is especially im portant to 
protect the eyes during the p e­ 
riod of palsy by w earing an eye 
shield or glasses. The reason for 
this is that the eye reflex is ab ­ 
sent, and it is easy to injure the 
cornea or front of the eye, d a m ­ 
aging the eyeball perm anently. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs. L .: Is it well to force a 
child to eat even though he does 
not want to eat the food set be­ 
fore him? 


Answer: It is not advisable. If 
the child is continuously forced 
to eat, he will develop a dislike 
for the foods offered and the e a t­ 
ing problem will becom e worse 
as tim e progresses.
